Radio Workshop To Hold 
Weekly Program on CFCF 



Campus Activities To Constitute 
Fifteen Minute Production 



A weekly radio programme on station CFCf that would 
deal with activities on the McGill campus heads the list of 
Radio Workshop plans for this year. 

It will be the first step in a long range plan of the 
Workshop to set up, within 4 or 5 years, a regular com- 
mercial radio station, operated by McGill students. By such 
a programme, it is hoped that experience will be gained in 
radio operation, and that it will be demonstrated that stu- 
dents can produce high quality radio fare. . 

Definite- arrangements hovo 
been made for a weekly program- 
me on CFCF, and it is hoped that 
It will bo abto to start in about a 
month. However, since the aim Is 
quality, the Executivo ot the 
Workshop emphasizes that tho 
venture will not bo started until 
they are sure that a high stand- 
ard can bo set, nd constantly kept 
up. 

FIRST VENTURE 

"This is tho first venture of its 
kind that hns ever been under- 
taken by McGill studentB. There 
havo been In the past various dra- 
matic programmes put on by Mc- 
Gill, but this is tho first news 
show about cam,)us events to bo 
run on a regular bnsis. 

Tho programme will start as a 
fifteen mlnuto show, but may 
possibly bo expanded to halt an 
hour if everything goes well. It 
will fcaturo news reports, campus 
Interviews, and will generally pu- 
blicize things that aro going on 
around McGill. Full co-opcratlon 
from all student organizations and 
from tho Faculty will be necess- 
ary, tho Executive stresses, it the 
venture is to bo a success. 
TAPE RECORDER 

To help in production of the 
programme, and generally as a 
training aid in tholr course on 
rndlo production, tho Workshop 
plans to buy a tapo recorder.

UCLA Daily 
Refuses Ad 
On Politics 

Rerkloy, Calif. — ; (Exchange) 
Tho Dally Callfornlan's refusal 
to publish nn advertisement of- 
fered this summer by the Daily 
People's World was recently 
blasted as an attempt to "narrow 
tho frontlors of freedom" by the 
Studont Civil Liberties union. 

Speaking in a mlmcographod 
statemont dlatrlbuted on the steps 
of tho Men's gymnasium to regis- 
tering students. SCLU claimed tho 
Dally Cal was "abdicating Its po- 
sition as the guardian and stimu- 
lator of campus controversy." 

The statemont referred to an 
announcement of r speech to be 
givon by a Moscow correspondent 
of the People's World. Dally Cali- 
fornien summer officials refused 
to publish the notico when It was 
submitted for publication July 14. 

Summer business manager Ed 
Gilllgan said yesterday that the 
ad had been refused because It 
conflicted with a Daily Cal policy 
against publishing political adver- 
tising, set in 1946. GlUIgsn said 
tho policy had been reaffirmed by 
a decision ot Publications board 
last year. 

George Wilcox, Daily Califor- 
nia!* editor, said that tho SCLU 
claim "the paper has Inaugurated 
a new policy this summer" by its 
refusal to accept the ad is false 

"The Daily Callfornlan has con- 
tinually refuted to accept such 
types of advertising. 

Also false -were the SCLU 
claims that the Daily Cal had de- 
cided to close Campus Memo sec- 
tion to certain groups and to glvn 
less coverago to "controversial 
meetings,"' she said.

Fundamentally, Mr. Aitken attributes this significance to the fact that the universi- 
ties are the center of eduactional activity —and in many parts of Asia they are the only 
centre.

The main 
one is, of course, the lack of text- 
books, things are also made more 
difficult by the fact that mush of 
tho scientific terminology Is un- 
translatable Into nntlve Asian 
tongue.

Salinger hai created a personality that is woll worth your while to meet. His name is Holden 
Caulfield, and ho tells the story of tho ovents of two days and days spent in New York City. He 
digresses to a sufficient dogree to revoal himself completely as a tortured adolescent caught in a 
world governed by what seem to him to bo extremely false values. 

An oxampjo of Holden's views might bo his comment on cars : 

"Take most people, they're crazy about cars. They worry if thoy get a little scratch on 
them, and they are always talking about how many miles thoy got to a gallon, and if they 
.get a brand-new car already thoy start thinking about trading it in for ono that's even 
newer. I don't oven like old cars. — I'd rather havo a goddam horse. A. horse is at least 
human, for God's sake." 

Tho remark might bo amusing^but tho undetono is serious. 

"PHONINESS" 

The world Holden sees stresses materialism rathor than humanitarianism, as he would 
prefer. He is obsessed with what h o calls "phoniness." Through his oyos may bo seen a world 
absurdly intent upon a millrace, drossed in a Brooks Bros, suit, and possessing expensivo lug- 
gage. If it were not for his excellent sense of humor, and the conversational stylo of tho book, 
the total effect would be that of tragedy. Actually the impression left is only'tragi-comic, and tho 
reader sharos a very deep intimacy with Holden.

"SCURVY" 
Tlw writings of Cartier devote 
a section to a description of tho 
disease (scurvy) and of Its cure 
by a mysterious medicine obtain- 
ed from a tree called by tho nati- 
ves, and by Order, "annedda." 
It Is the "annedda mystery" — 
the identity of the tree — that 
Dr. Rousseau seeks to unravel 
and his writings touch on linguis- 
tic, historical, folklorlc and bio- 
chemical aspects of the problem. 
Ho narrows down tho search 
among native Quebec evergreens, 
considering Vitamin C content of 
leaves nnd a mullttudo of other 
factors In coming to his conclu- 
sion thai "tho annedda and tho 
arbor vitne were and nro one and 
the same tree." 

Hero is the solution to mys- 
tery predating permanent Cnn« 
ndlnn history nnd modem me- 
dical techniques, nnd u story 
With no ending to gladden tin: 
heart of any research scientist. 
It would have, been difficult for 
Physiological Congress organiz- 
ers to havo chosen a more fit- 
ting souvenir for visitors from 
tile world of medical science 
gathering on nn Island in the 
River on which tho fnscluntlng 
chapter of medlcnl history hnd 
been commenced four centuries 
earlier nnd completed In recent 
yenrs. The hook Is un important 
and unusual historical and sci- 
entific document: its unavail- 
ability to tho general popula- 
tion and highly limited circul- 
ation can ho tho only regretta- 
hie fnctciu associated with Its 
publication. 



The characters we encounter 
through him aro illuminated, and 
then quickly devastated by his 
comments and perception. There 
Is Ackloy, the outcast of Hol- 
den's Bchoool, whom everybody 
dislikes, and with gooC reason. 
His room-mate, Stradlater, Is a 
very "handsomo guy" whom Hol- 
den is convinced is rather in 
lovo with himself. Wo aro told 
about Jane Gallagher whom ho 
liked because she kept all her 
kings In the bnck row when bIic 
played checkers because thoy 
looked nicer that way. Tho almost 
nameless characters ho meets In 
New York nro also interesting. 
There nro thrco ugly girls from 
Seattle who wanted to seo movie 
stars more thnn anything else, 
and two cab drivers who becamo 
angry when Holden nsked them 
whero tho ducks go when the 
lagoon In Central Park freezes 
over. One of them relented suffi- 
ciently, however, to tell him what 
happened to tho fishes during thc 
cold weather. And thero are many 
others who exhibit quite a va- 
riety of human Idiosyncrasies. 
A PARADOX 
In spite of nil his observations, 
we sec that what motivates his 
despair Is nn intense lovo of 
people, ns well ns kindliness 
and sensitivity. He loves thc 
outcast Arklcys, and tho snobs, 
ami intellects, who will only 
discuss tilings nt their own con- 
venience. He suffers because he 
Is a pirradox. 
Holden is an Inveterate liar, 
and tells stories which aro ex- 
tremely nmuslng to tho reader. To 
a woman riding on tho train to 
New York with him lie says : 
"I have to have this operation." 
Oh ! I'm so sorry," sho said. 
"It isn't very serious. I have 
this tiny little tumor on the 
brain." 
"Oh ! no." 

"Oh, I'll bo nil right and every- 
thing. It's right nenr tho outside. 
And it's a very tiny one. Thoy can 
take It out In two minutes." 
A CRlTEItlOX 

Holden says that tho way to 
tell whether n book is good or 
not is if the reader would like 
to be a personal . friend of the 
author's, and bo able to telephone 
and speak to him at any time. I 
believe that if this test were to 
be made, Mr. Salinger would find 
himself with thousands of new 
friends.

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Redpath Musuem Innovates 
Series of Window Displays 

Tobacco Exhibit Featured 
In October Showing

Redpath Museum, whose doors have been open to students and the visiting public 
for more than seven decades, opened its windows last week. And offered the passing stu- 
dent who stopped for a sigarettc ond the Museum steps something of a unique exhibit. 

Behind each of the two front windows of the campus Museum special illuminated 
cases have been erected. The innovation, according to Mrs. Alice J. Turnham, Museum 
director, will mean that new feature exhibits tied in with timely events and drawing freely 
on the half million items in McGill collections can be spotlighted to attract new visit- 
ors. Exhibits will be changed monthly. The October display, the first of the series, traces 
the story of tobacco and is intended as an educational exhibit and as a tribute to the lead- 
er of the nineteenth century Canadian tobacco industry who was McGill's greatest single 



benefactor. 

Tlw Bpread of tobacco ncross 
two continents ami throughout 
the world 1b discussed and Illus- 
trated in exhibits and accompa- 
nying literature. It Is pointed out 
that tobacco was unknown north 
of Mexico before the time of Col- 
umbus but then rapidly spread 
through North American and 
African aboriginal societies, wher- 
ever the plant could be grown or 
tho leaves obtained by trade. 

A tobacco plant, on loan from 
the Montreal Botanical Gardens, 

forms the focal point of one of 
tho two displays. Cured tobacco 



Is also shown. Pipes and oilier to- 
bacco accessories of North Amer- 
ica and Africa arc featured against 
maps of the two continents. 

From earliest times, the favor- 
ite method of taking tobacco has 
been smoking, the exhibit points 
out, but snuffing, chewing, lick- 
ing and even drinking concoctions 
uf tobneco have been practiced In 
many regions. Tho use of tho to- 
bacco has by many peoples been 
associated with the ceremonial. 

Earliest uses of tobacco were 
In religious ceremonies, It is not- 



ed. Narcotic (|UalltIes, which" in- 
duced tho lakor to sec visions, 
were believed duo to supernatural 
qualities and tlw plant from earl- 
iest times played an Important 
part In ceremonial life. 

The cigar, consisting of dried 
tobacco leaves wrapped In a larg- 
er leaf, was originated in thu 
West Indies and spread through 
Central and South America where 
It continues to find favor among 
native populations. Farther north, 
the cigarette, often merely crush- 
ed tobacco leaves wrapped in corn

The display Is designed as a 
tribute to tho late Sir William 
Macdonald, founder of the Mac- 
donald Tobacco Company. Sir 
William made extensive gifts of
